The  entertainers  appearing  at  Mar}' 
Washington  this  year  included  two 
names  from  MTV — one  past,  one 
present.

Comedy  assumed  a  more  serious 
tone  in  March,  with  the  appearance  of 
Steven  Wright,  whose  delicious,  dark, 
dry  humor  had  the  audience  literally 
spilling  laughter  nonstop.

Authorities  on  subjects  as  diverse  as  sports  medicine  and  American  art  afforded  students  the  chance  to  learn  about  specific  fields  of 

tudy  from  experts.  Those  interested  in  careers  of  forensic  science  were  visited  by  Dr.  Wayne  Lord  of  the  FBI  Academy.  Kathryn  Fuller, 

\it  college's  Distinguished  Visitor  in  Residence,  discussed  environmental  issues  from  her  perspective  as  an  attorney  and  marine  biologist. 
A  number  of  speakers  treated  topics  of  ethnic,  racial  and  gender  significance.  The  situations  of  Asian-  and  Latin-Americans  were  ' 

addressed.  One  of  the  highlights  of 
Women's  History  Month  in  March  was 
the  presentation  of  Nadine  Strossen, 
president  of  the  American  Civil  Liberties 
Union.  Black  History  Month,  observed  in 
February,  brought  Washington  Post 
reporter  Nathan  McCall,  who  spoke 
about  his  personal  experiences  with 
gangs,  drugs,  thieving  and  prison. 

Black  History  Month,  in  conjunction 
with  Honor  Awareness  Week,  also 
included  a  visit  from  the  Honorable  John 
Charles  Thomas,  J.D.,  who  is  the  first 
African-American  and  youngest  member 
of  Virginia's  state  Supreme  Court.  His 
lecture  about  the  role  of  honor  in 
education  and  beyond  was  particularly 
relevant  during  a  year  in  which  the 
college's  Honor  Code  was  frequently 
challenged. 
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Performances  and  Concerts 


A  number  of  concerts  were  held 
this  ye:ir  to  showcase  students' 
musical  and  performing  talent. 
These  included  performances  by 
the  Mar)-  Washington  College- 
Community  Symphony  Orchestra 
(which  features  students,  alumni 
and  members  of  the  local  commu- 
nir\).  Fredericksburg  Singers, 
Symfonics.  Encore  (also  known  as 
the  Show  Choir),  and  the  college's 
Jazz  Ensemble,  Dance  Company 
and  Chorus. 

Four  students  were  granted  the 
extraordinary'  opportunity'  this 
spring  to  participate  in  duets  with 
award-winning  pianist  Eva-Maria 
Alexandre.  Other  guest  musicians 
included  The  Tone  Rangers,  who 
performed  with  Symfonics,  and  the 
internationally-known  pianist  Leon 
Bates.  Bates,  who  has  performed 
previously  at  such  venues  as 
Carnegie  Hall  and  the  Kennedy 
Center,  offered  a  program  span- 
ning three  centuries,  including  the 
works  of  Beethoven,  Brahms  and 
Barber. 

Music  performances  were 
certainly  not  limited  to  classical 
styles.  Several  student  groups 
offered  acoustic  guitar  solos  and 
vocals  in  the  Underground. 
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Dramatic  Parts— 
MWC  Theater 

The  curtain  rose  on  the  1994-'95  theater  season  at  Mary  Washington  with 
the  September  productions  of  r\vo  one-act  plays,  "Chamber  Music,"  directed 
bv  senior  Tiffany  Cothran,  and  "The  Fairy  Garden,"  directed  by  senior  K. 
Jason  Br\'an. 

In  October,  the  department  of  dramatic  arts  and  dance  presented 
"\ntigone,"  the  fmal  episode  of  Sophocles'  trilogy.  Directed  by  Tom  Clark  of 
Stafford  High  School,  "Antigone"  is  most  often  described  as  a  character  study 
of  one  of  the  strongest  female  roles  of  all  time. 

The  spring  semester  brought  two  plays  to  the  stage,  "The  Shadow  Box"  in 
February-  and  "Into  the  Woods"  in  March.  "The  Shadow  Box,"  under  the 
direction  of  professor  Gregg  Stall,  is  a  glimpse  of  mortality  through  the 
perspectives  of  three  terminally  ill  patients.  "Into  the  Woods,"  Sondheim  and 
Lapine's  1987  drama  that  received  an  explosion  of  critical  praise  and  awards, 
was  another  of  StuU's  productions,  and  featured  students,  faculty  and  actors 
from  the  Fredericksburg  community.
